HREE HUNDRED DROWN 
BY STEAMER SINKING. 


Captain of the Sirio Kills Himself After 
Terrible Scenes on Shipboard. 


Italian Vessel Strikeé the Rocky Reef of Bajos Hor- 
migas Off Cape Palos While Bound from Genoa to 
Spanish and South American Ports—Maddened Men 
Fight With Knives for Life Preservers. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
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ARTAGENA, (Spain) Aug. 8.— The Italian steamship Sirio, from 
Genoa for Samoa, with 800 passengers on board, was wrecked 
Saturday night off Hormigas island, which lies about two and a 
half miles to the eastward of Cape Palos. 
Three hundred of the emigrants, most of them Italians and Span- 
lards, were drowned. The Archbishop of San Pedro, Brazil, also was 
lost, and it is reported that another bishop is missing. 

The remainder of the passengers and the officers and crew of the 
Sirio got away in the ship's boats, or were rescued by means of ropes 
thrown to them. A number of fishermen who made attempts at res- 
cue were drowned. 

Those rescued from the vessel are now at Cape Palos !n a pitiable 
condition, being without food or clothing.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] Nearly eighty-five men 
are practically held prisoners in one 
of the buildings in the inclosure of 
the Southern Pacific yards at Algiers, 
according to the statement made by 
Thomas Vokes, a young man whose 
home is in Clearfield, Pa. This is 
the latest development of the car- 
men's strike. 

Vokes was one of a party of sev- 


city yesterday from Cleveland, and he 
claims io have eluded the guards of 
the building, jumped through a win- 
dow and made his way on the ferry 
boat to the New Orleans side of the 
river. He was then taken to the 
rooms of Grand Chief Ronemus. of 
the carmen and First Assistant Grand 
Chief Ryan, in the Commercial Hotel. 
In the presence of Ronemus and —.— 
and six newspaper men, Vokes 
a statement which he says he is will 
ing to swear to before a notary public. 
FACTS ARE CONCEDED, 
Vokes declared that while in Cleve- 
land last Wednesday he saw an adver- 
tisement in a newspaper for men to 
do railroad work. He went to the 
labor agency and signed some papers 
which he dig not peruse very care- 
fully. Twelve other men were em- 
ployed in Cleveland. 
Nothing was said about a strike. 
The strike-breakers were taken first 
to Cincinnaii, and then direct to New 
Orleans, guarded by two detectives. 
They were taken to the Southern Pa- 
cific shops in Algiers to the paint- 
house, where they found about sixty- 
five more men in a long room fitted 
up with camp cots. 
Guards were placed at the doors and 
Vokes, who had found out that a strike 


was in progress, tried to get out. The 
guards refused to let him and 
informed him that it would weeks 


before he was able to leave the yards. 
Vokes refused to work and when the

OY INVENTS NEW 
CLARINET KEYS. 


THREE OCTAVES BROUGHT WITH- 
IN REACH OF AMATEURS. 


— — 


Monrovia Youth Experiments With 
Ye Ancient Shepherd’s Pride Until 
He Reduces it to Simple System. 
Alse Produces Clock Without Tick 
and le Working on Other Wonders. 


MONROVIA, Aug. 6—Ray Rock- 
wood, a boy who has received as little 
musical instruction as the lonely 
shepherd who first piped upon the reed 
that developed into the modern ciari- 
net, has invented an automatic system 
of keying, this difficult instrument 
which remedies its defects. It equal- 
iges the power of the clarinet in three 
octaves and brings the use of these 
three within the accomplishment of 
even poor performers. 

As half of ihe modern brass band is 

made up of clarinets, there is a larger 
demand for clarinetists than can be 
met by the number of men who have 
attained proficiency. 
To the uninitiated who observes the 
performer putting his fingers over two 
holes in the reed and pressing on a key 
away down at the other end just to 
get one note, the clarinetist seems to 
accomplish the feat of rubbing a knee, 
patting the head, and jumping up and 
down all at the same time. Then esti- 
mate that these movements must be 
repeated to form note after note in 
music where there are three or four 
to the second and the merely lay mthd 
can conceive of the agility of fingers 
that is only one of the things to be 
acquired to piay a clarinet well. 

Ray Rockwell, by birth a Maine 
Yankee, but one who has had the in- 
fluence of Southern California since 
chidhood, put his love of music and 
his Yenkee ‘ingenuity together after 
he commenced to play the clarinet. 

“Why all this «trouble to make a4 
single note“ he ask himself. 

The resuit was his own rystem of 
keying the instrument and in playing 
the hands never move from position, 
because he has attached springs 
which close one set of holes automat- 
ically when others are open, and vice 
versa. 

He has only six keys with their re- 

spective terminals. All the finger holes 
are fitted with free rings that extend 
to a slender shaft to the right of the 
instrument and initiate other move- 
ments on the reed. A trill can be 
made on ary semitone in the whole 
range of the instrument, and there is 
not a single throat tone. 
«The clarinetist will hardly believe it 
possible that this instrument has neo 
fork finger tones, or slices, but will 
realize that an instrument that aveids 
this weakners of the standard sys- 
tema will make possible 4 technique

His one other invention is on en- 
tirely a different order. He has dis- 
covered an escapement which permits 
a tickless ‘lock, On a work shelf an 
ordinary dollar clock is elevated on a 
post, and there swings a pendulum 
constantly, and the hands have kept 
time for eight months.

The smallest pieces are an eighth of 
an inch even, cut in shapes that seem 
accidental. Yet the union of the pieces 
is perfect, and any desired design is 
accurately repeated as often as de- 
sired.
